Philosophize as wo will, necossiLy irf 
a hard taskmaster, and to follow its 
dictates some-Union requires more 
stoicism than our frail natures can 
summon to our aid. With this com- 
munity, it has dealt harshly— cruelly. 
Four years ago, how bright and chour- 
iul tho hopes and prospects of all 1 how 
contented each with his lot ! how 
buoyant with hopo each immigrant 
who with golden visions sought this 
Utopian land of promise ! and now 
what is their condition? Whore the 
onco thriity homos radiant with tho 
sunshine of gladnoss and content- 
ment ? Where our rapidly increas- 
ing population ? Where our com- 
merce, property interests, and other 
olemonts of wealth and prosper- 
ity? Lot tho Bankruptcy Court, 
the Assessor and tho Mail Steamer 
supply tho answer. It is disheartniog 
to a degree to witness tho departure 
of tho many familiar faces that havo 
crowded the downward stoamors for 
monthd past; to bid adieu to those 
whom wo regarded as identified with 
tho country, all leaving for other 
parts— mark! not by choice, but by 
tho storn decrees of necessity, unable 
longer to find a living hero. And yet 
do wo, who remain, foel more sorrow- 
ful than thoy who depart?

Not only havo they unbounded con- 
fidence in its mineral and other re- 
sources, but thoy like tho country, 
its climate and pcoplo, and would fain 
mako this thoir homo if thoy could. 
It i3 not our prosont intention to 
speak of tho causes that havo pro- 
duced thoso effects. Thoy havo boon 
over and over again traced to their 
truo origin. Tho cancer that has 
preyed upon tho vitals of tho country 
has been probed, and wo firmly trust 
that tho proper remedies aro being 
appliod to arrest its furthor progress.

fearlessly adapt itself to tho exigen- 
cies of tho country by disencumbering 
tho people of outrageous and ruinous 
taxos, and initiating a system of econ- 
omy in tho public expenditure in 
keeping with the capacities and 
wishes of thoso who havo to boar the 
burden, this Colony will oro long re- 
cover from its present languor, and a 
more enduring era ol prosperity await 
thoso who survive the present crisis. 
Wo may ho blamed by some for the 
picture we havo drawn of the un- 
happy condition of affairs in this 
Co'ony, but we bolievo in painting 
things in their truo colors. There is 
no danger just now of obstructing im- 
migration. Emigration with us at 
tho prosont moment is a much more 
serious matter, and tho solo energies 
of government and legislators must 
bo directed to tho most effectual 
moans of keeping people in the coun- 
try. When things aro in a flourishing 
condition there will bo no difficulty in 
inducing settlement. The shook is 
over and tho storm cloud is lifting, 
but it has left us postrato and weak, 
and the body politic will require ten- 
der nursing to restore it to hoalth and 
vigor. Similar causes havo led to 
similar results to our neighbors in 
Oregon. Even Portland with hot- 
advantages of population and a 
wealthy back country, finds herself 
passing through tho samo ordeal* 
During tho past year tho business of 
iho city has become stagnated to such 
an alarming oxtent as to cause many 
to fool that there is little hopo fur tho 
futuro. Two years ago there wore 
not enough houses in the city to' 'sup- 
ply the demand, now thoro 'aro hun- 
dreds empty and thoir ownors unable 
to pay tho onerous taxes laid upon 
them. To moot tho uvil the Municipal 
govern mont has been compelled to 
abandon nocessary public works, aim 
to observe rigid economy. Portland 
lias no causo to bo approhensifo of tho 
futuro, tho pro uro, In her ease, is 
hut a temporary one, which hor goo- 
aphieal position will enable hor to 
\rcomo. Wo havo natural ad van- 
\ fully as groat— indeed, greater -j 
she, but it is only by being like] 



hor, wise in our generation, by cutting 
our coat according to our cloth, that 
wo can hopo to save this country.

DELAYED DESPATCHES. 



United Slates. 

Washington, January 7— In tho Home, 
Mr Lean, of Mo., offered a resolution :", sub- 
slauoo, that to eecure iho fruita at the victo- 
ries during tho war, it is lliu imperative duty 
of Congress, without delay, to accomplish 
llie following objeols : 

1st. The impeachment of the officer now 
exercising the functions of President of the 
United States and his removal from ofiiee 
for the high crimes ami misdemeanors ol 
which he is notoriously guilty, and which 
render him UDSafe to exercise powers ho un- 
lawfully assumes. 

2d. To provide for the administration ol 
the Executive Department. 

3d. To provide means for tho immediate 
reconstruction ol the States lately m rebel- 
lion, except Tennessee. 

4thi To secure by Federal authority the 
right (if Franchise for the negroes in the 
Southern States. 

Mr Lean's resolutiou created great excite- 
ment. 

Mr Davis, of West Va,, moved to lay llie 
resolution oa the table. Negatived, 40 to 
13 

Bingham of Ohio made a point of order 
that as the 8th Section provides fir the iid- 
mission of Rebel Stales, in compliance with 
condition* prescribed, it must be referred to 
the Committee on Reconstruction. 

The Speaker overruled the point of order, 
as that bill had been reported from the Com- 
mittee and was before ihe House, subject to 
amendment. 

Stevens supported the substitute. He said 
the late decision ol the Supreme Court had 
rendered action neceesary. It had taken 
every protection from loyal men, black and 
white.' It had unsheathed the assassin's 
du^'or, and the truly loyal people of tin; 
South ate in terrible peril. This liill enabled 
loyal men to form a government and protect 
themselves. One of the mosl atrocious mur- 
derers ever let loose had been liberated on* 
der this decision: Congress must courage- 
ously provide for fticb cases. Speaking of the 
President, he said that although ho was 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army, Congress 
was his commander, and please God be should 
be made to obey. The President should 
know that this was a government by the 
people, and that Congress was tho representa- 
tive of ihe people. Unless impartial suffrage 
were introduced in ihe rebel States, every 
one of them -would be sure to send a solid 
rebel electoral votei They, with iheir kin- 
dred Copperheads of lire North, would always 
elect the President and control Congress and 
'.he people. 

Stevens modified the third section. 

Ashley of Ohio moved that tho amenoment 
be ordered printed. 

The amendment declares the acts of the so 
called Stato governments void, and makes 
all males over 21 years electors; also imposes 
an oath dictating that tho said elector was. 
on the -lib of March, 1864, willing lo comply 
with Ihe President's proclamation of Decern 
her 3th. 1863 ) was at all limes thereafter 
opposed ro continuing the lebellion, and 
never Irealed Federal prisoners otherwise 
than as lawful prisoners of the United States 
Government. It imposes upon delegates 
elected to State Conventions provided for, an 
additional oath that they have never volun- 
tarily borne arms against t tie United Slates, 
and never held any office, c; vil or military, 
under the Confederate Government. If the 
Convention agrees to adopt the Constitutional 
amendment, it is to then elect five citizens, 
distinguished for their loyalty and fidelity to 
tho Constitution and Union, who are to act 
as a Provisional Committee of Public Safety 
lor the Stale until a Constitutional Conven- 
tion shall assemble and elect a Provisional 
Governor. It shall adopt an ordinance lor 
making all persons free and equal before Ihe 
law, provide for free schools, repudiate debts 
incurred lor tho rebellion, and exclude from 
office rebels who held revolutionary appoint- 
ments. Martial law may be declared by the 
Provisional Government and the writ of 
habeas corpus suspended. 

Wentworlh ol Illinois asked leavo to offer 
the following : 

Resolved, That 1 tic committee on Judiciary 
be instructed to report what means, il any, 
can be taken to prevent Ihe Supremo Court 
Irom releasing and discharging the assassins 
ol President Lincoln, and conspirators to re- 
lease rebel prisoners at Camp Douglas, iu 
Chicago, under color of law ol I860, and also 
lo enquire into Iho expediency of repealing 
said law. 

Mr Sumner of Massachusetts, introduced 
a resolution directing the Judiciary Com- 
mittee to inquire il any legislation on the 
Constitutional Amendment is necessary to 
prevent the salo of persons into slavery for a 
term of years us a punishment for crime. 
He called attention to e.ises which had come 
under his observation in which colored per- 
sons had been sold by order of courts in 
Maryland. It seemed to him that Congress 
should have the opinion ol Judiciary Com- 
mittee as lo tho right ol Slates to inflict such 
punishment since ihe lime when the Con- 
stitutional Amendment was adopted, 

Mr SauLbury, ol Deleware, said the adver- 
tisements relerred to by Sumner were copies 
of wdiat frequently appeared in a Massachu- 
setts paper some years ago. The Legisla- 
ture ol Maryland had not been in session 
since the passage ol the Civil Rights bill, 
and had, therelore, n it bad an opportunity to 
change the laws ol the Stale. Johnson, of 
Maryland, said be had no objection lo the 
reference, Its purpose would be accom- 
plished he thought more speedily by I be 
The Judge who ordered Ihe halo 
lo bad been arrested under the 
;hts lull, and the oaaa would soon 
nd probably carried lo the Supreme 
le believed Ihere was no Stale in 
the Union more opposed lo slavery on ac- 
count of color than Maryland. Fessenden, 
ol Maine, asked il the law under which 
criminals were sold in Maryland applied lo 
white men also. Cresswell, ol Md., .-aid 
that it did not. Johnson said th at il Ihero 
was a difference in punishment between 
white and black, il would bo seltlud under 
Ihe Civil Kielils bill. Cresswell said th.; 
amendment abolishing slavery covered ihe 
whole case. The words '' except as punish 
merit for criino " never meant to give the 
right lo sell criminals into slavery. The 
proper enforcement of the amendment would 
abolieh all shivery in persons. He should 
net de l ate with hi- colleagues as to the 
eradication of the spirit of slavery from the 
Bialutes ol Maryland. Perhaps Johnson was 
ng!.t. That could be ascertained when it 
was seen what the Legislature just con- 
vened would do to abolish Ihe black laws 
of tl.o stale. 

Sumner resinned tho Hour and spoke in 
favor ol the resolution, which was adopted. 

Spaulding of Ohio argued iu lavur ol iho 
admission ol tho Southern Slates upon the 
ratification of the Constitutional Amendment, 
which he said was tlio understanding hereto- 
lore. He warned Congress against an im- 
peachment ol the President. In ,d. Siovena 
replied characterizing Spaulding's speech as 
pernicious, and declaring lor himself that 
though iho South ratilied the amendment, 
lie would impose upon them negro suffrage.

HON POSSUM US. 

The recent allocution of the Pope, soundly 
rating the Italian Government lor not wishing 
to remain iu the darkness only suited to the 
middle ages, has excited a lively emotion in 
the Italian Peninsula — that document proves 
once more that the Vatican persists in ils 
blind opposition, not only lo Italy, such as 
the revolution has made her, hut even to 
every principle of modern society. 

The Pope speaks uT exile and martyrdom, 
ho may indeed exile himself, that is ho may 
leavo Home, whore his religious independence 
incurs no peril, but that will be a voluntary 
exile. As In marlydom, we live in a peiiod 
and under a Government which will refuse 
him the glory ol it. What Italy wants is 
known. She aspires to be truly Antonomous, 
that is, to enjoy all tho rights the civil society 
reposes, This object she is resolved to at- 
tain, and she will attain it. Hut notwith- 
standing the attacks ol the Pope on the 
present Government, the King of linly is 
decided to leave the church her independence 
and iibei ty. 

For the address, concerning Russia, His 
[Ioliaejs complains ol the ill-treatment prac- 
tised against the subjects ol ihe Czar pro- 
fessing tho Catholic faith and against the 
Roman Catholic ecclesiastics in Poland. Tho 
Pope says: Would to God that the sad 
news which we have' received may not be 
confirmed, that tho venerable and excellent 
Bishop ol Ohelm, and Iho rnnjor portion of the 
canons ol the Cathedral, have by order ol 
the Government been transported into un 
known regions. Wo hoar with griel that ihe 
Russian Government endeavors to tear those 
uf the Catholic faith from the bosom of the 
church aud to draw lliora with all us force 
towards the mosl fat.il of schisms. 

NAPOLEON HIMSELF AGAIN. 

The beautiful weather with which wo have 
of bite been lavored. has been a God send lo 
the sight-seekers from the provinces which 
now swarm in the Fienoh Capital, The Em- 
perur, boci mpanied by the Empress and the 
Prince Imperial, came from St. Cloud on the 
5ih Nov. to review the Irocps ol the garrisons 
ol Paris, Tiie Emperor, who looked remark 
ably well, won; ihe uniform of n General 
ollieer, and Iho young Prince thai ol" a 
Corporal of ihe Imperial Guard i The latter 
ro ie the pony oivnti In him by the Pnneo ol 
Wales. Tho limpcror, who was accompanied 
by Marshal Canroburt, Marshal llaodon, and 
n brilliaol staff, and escorted by u body of 
the Cent Gardes, and Dragoons, was received 
with loud acclamations by ihe thousands ol 
spectators, who thronged the race courso of 
the Bois de Boulogne, when tho roviow took 
place. 

ACQUITTAL OF RISK-ALLAU -DEV. 

This extraordinary trial will not be soon 
forgotten by tho inhabitants of Brussels, and 
by tho newspaper readers ol Europe in 
genorol. There was never uny doubt of the 
accused being innocent ol having murdered 
bis nephew and Ward, the young English- 
man, named Koadly. Risk- Allah-Bey lived 
surrounded by tho consideration of all who 
knew him, honored by the friendship of the 
most illustrious personages ol Europo, and 
yet a chain of fatal and romantic circtim" 
Btaucco, mysterious and Irrestlblo, led him to 
appear as a felon at the Bar ol Ihe Belgian 
Criminal Court, under the double charges of 
assassination and cumul icily in forgery. It 
is painful to think that, if he hud not pos^ 
sessed u large fortune, which enabled him 
at great expense ( 10,000) to rotain the lirst 
lawyer of Iho French Bur, Mous. Laohuud, 



and to bring vitnessea as to characlor, and 
to boaduotexperiraehto, which demonstrated 
the impossibility of a crime being committed 
in tho death of Reudly, tho jury, in Ihe 
absence of convincing proofs, might have re- 
turned a verdict of guilty. The points of tho 
charge grouped themselves together so con- 
sistently arid with a logic so apparent, they 
formed eo compact a network, that involun- 
tarily, in listening to tho ppeeeh of Mona. 
Havel, the public proseeulor, prejudice took 
possession of tho mind, and conviction in- 
clined towards an affirmation of culpability. 
Nevertheless, Risk- Allah-Bey was inuoceut 
of tho murder of the young epileptic English- 
man. 

" STILL HAttPING ON MY DAUGHTER," 
The Paris papers, for want ol other matter, 
still refer us to other subjects now thoroughly 
worn out, — Homo and Mexico— the great 
bugbears of tho present moment. 

We know nothing of Ihe presont movt» 
meuts ol Maximilian ; a lew days will, no 
doubt, bring us certain information ns to 
what has taken place ut Mexico since our 
last letters arrived. 

We hear that the Emperor Napoleon, two 
days back, sent to General Castlonuul a long 
telegraphic despatch by the transatlantic 
cable, and of which ihe cost wns rather con- 
siderable, notwithstanding the diminution of 
the terill. His Majesty is said to have re- 
pealed bis first instructions to his aide-de- 
camp, and calls on him to hasten the evacu- 
ation ol ihe army. 

THE EMPEROR 

Is now at Uompeigne, attending alternately 
to ilia numerous guests and to the commission 
for tho reorganization of ihe army, li is 
generally believed that tho stay of the Impe- 
perial Court at Oompoigno will be shortened 
this year, as the Emperor is anxious to per- 
sonally iuspoet tho progress of tho work now 
going on iu tho interior ol the Exhibition 
palace. 

Destructive Fire in Japan.— To the 
great conflagrations that have marked the 
year just passed away, we have to add anoth- 
er equalling in its destructive reeulls any that 
preceded it. On the 26th November a fire 
broke out iu a cook shop at Yukoharna 
Japan, and the flames spread with such rapid 
ily that in the course ol a lew hours two 
thirds of Ihe native settlement and one filth 
of the foreign were consumed. _ The total 
loss in Japanese and foreign properly is esti- 
mated at between S.3,C00,000 and 84,000,000 
and a number of natives are said to have 
lost their lives. In spite of the utmost efforts 
of. citizens, military aud murines, ihe force ol 
wind fanned the flames to such fury that 
somo M7 blocks of buildings iu iho foreign 
part of the town were either wholly or partly 
deslroyed, including the Japaneso Custom 
House, a bonded warehouse, tho French 
American, Portuguese and Prussian Consul- 
ates, tho old British Consulate Buildings' 
and the fire engine House, The native towu 
was three parts consumed in the spare ol 
two hours. Tho United States Consulate 
was a now building, the first built by 'hat 
Government in any foreign country, and was 
oreeled on the spot where Commodore Perry 
made his first treaty with Japan; It also 
contained the residence of the Consul, Cel. 
Fisher, who was a heavy lo.-er by the fire. 
The archives were destroyed. In ihe French 
consulate but lew papers were saved, and 
hardly any of the gentlemen connected with 
tho English Legation or who occupied the 
other consular buildings saved icore than 
the clothes on their backs. The French 
Consul lost all his savings for a lengthened 
period. Among 52 places of business enum- 
erated in the Jupan Herald as having come 
within ihe pale of destruction we nctiee the 
names of Jardine Matheson it Co., the well 
known China House, whose warehouse was 
burnt. The Japanese Governmenl behaved 
with the ut most consideration towards the 
foreign sufferers. At a meeiiug of tho agents 
of the various Fire Insurance offices it trans- 
pired that the following were their respective 
lo'sos, China Fire, 8341 000 ; Imperial, 
£'20 000 ; Phoenix, SGG 9000 ; North British, 
XGO.OOO ; Northern $306,5000 ; Cummers 
oial, £9,000; Queen, £9,000; Royal, 
£79,000 ; I ondon & Lancashire, £132,001) ; 
Liverpool & (ilobe, 880,000; London Insur- 
ance, £43,700 ; Sun, 515G50O ; Samarang, 
£20,009 ; Albert, $43,000, representing a 
total in round numbers of 52,150,000.

— Addition' 
nl'pnrliculars hnvo been loceived at Chatham 
respecting llio final trial of tbo tbips com- 
prising tbo Ctmnuul equadroo, ueder steam, 
daring tho run (rom Ibo coa^t of Ireland to 
Plymouth. Ou leaving Bautrv Bay, on tbe 
1st inst., & short trial ol tbe squadron at Inli 
speed took place, wbeu in tbe course of tbo 
trial, which lasted only two hours, tbe Achil- 
lea beat every other ship, tbo shorter vessels 
acquitting themselves remarkably well, with 
the exception of the Belleiophon, which 
this occasion took the fourlh plaoa only. 
The ponderous Lord Clyde, which represents 
in the eqaudrou Mr Reed's class ol wood- 
built frigates compleioly clad with thick 
armour, took tho second place, while tbe 
Pallas, which has gained the palm for sailing 
in all trials, and under all circumsitnces, 
followed next. Tho Pallas, it may be re- 
marked, is 50ft. shorter than any other frig- 
aloof tbe squadron, and by thus taking the 
third place, boaiing even the Caledonia, 
OciriD, tbo Hector, and coming so near the 
Achillea, has vindicated the character of the 
new Hbip3la3 steamers, which the momentary 
failure of the BellerophoD might otherwise 
have compromised. The low speed attained 
by tbe Belleropbon at the commencement ol 
tho trial was attributed lu tbe circumstauee 
of one of tbe bearings of the engine having 
been screwed too tightly, aud to lbs sudden 
priming of the boilers, which resulted in her 
steaming, for a short time, at 11 knots only, 
while there is little doubt she would have 
been beaten by tho whole of the, vessels ol 
the squadron had the defects not tveu re- 
medied. In consequence of tbeae accidents 
during tbe abort race a lurlber trial of the 
Belleropbon was ordered un her way to Ports- 
mouth, resulting in a speed of rather more 
thin 14 knots, and equalling, in lact, that 
achieved in August last at the measured 
mile, Stokes Bay, It is scarcely possible to 
over estimate the importance of the Ion,; 
series of successes wbiob the Pallas has 
attained during the cruise of Ihe -qua iron, 
inasmuch as they completely dissipate the 
opinion universal in the ship- building world 
down to a year or two since, that enormous 
longth was tbo leading desideratum in our 
ironclud ships. During Ihe cruise the Pallas 
succeeded in beating everything under can 
vas, and followed cIcec upon the heels of the 
Achilles, which proved herself the fastest 
vessel of tho squadron under steam, and 
that notwithstanding the Pallas is 155ft. 
shorter than the Achilles. Since (he trials 
the Pallas has proceeded to Ualway lor a 
short time, — Times.

man by the name of Page, ihe same indi- 
vidual that turned State's evidence in the 
Magruder murder trial, was killed in Lewis- 
ton on Christmas day, under the following 
eircuinsiauces : He had been at a bawdy- 
honso tho night previous, and by bursting 
open tile door had enterjtd and inflicted a 
Revere beating on tbe person of ibu woman's 
pimp, named Elargo. Pago was employed 
the next day hauling water, and while at a 
house delivering the water, ho was met by 
Elargo, who ordered him out of tbe house. 
At this Pago made at the man, who backed 
into a back yard, when, being followed up 
by Page, tho man Elargo, lired a double- 
barreled shot gun, loaded with nine buck 
shot, hitting Page in ihe side, the shot pass- 
ing directly ihroutrli the heart and body, and 
killing him instantly, Elargo was under- 
going an examination at the hist accounts, 
with a strong probability uf being released, 
provided bo would leave ihe couutry, The 
feeling seems to bo in favor of Elargo, and 
no regreis were expressed at the death ol 
this cowardly vagabond. Page was u Scotch- 
man, and worked at blncksmituiiig in Vic- 
toria in 1858."
